DETAILS OF THE RATIONING of bacon and ham, 
which is to come into force on January 8, were 
issued by the Ministry of Food yesterday. ; 


The uncooked bacon and ham ration will be four 
ounces, and cooked bacon and ham three and a 
half ounces a week maximum. . 


Retail prices will range from 1/2d. to 2/1d. accord- 


ing to cuts. 


- The Ministry of Food states it is 
proposed, as an experiment, to allow 
catering establishments to serve bacon 
and ham without surrender of cou- 
pons, provided they are consumed on 
the premises. 


Supplies of butter and sugar to 
catering establishments will be 
calculated on the basis of one- 
sixth of an ounce of butter and 
one-seventh of an ounce of sugar 
per meal served. 


This includes afternoon tea, for 
which no butter was allowed during 
the last war. 

The arrangements apply to all places 
of refreshment open to the public, 
ee clubs and canteens.—Reu-

TERRORIST 
TO TRAIN 
ENVOYS — 


London, Dec., 9. 

Manfred von Killinger, one of the 
most sinister figures of Nazism, has 
been appointed to a special position 
in the “Ribbentrop bureau,” the Nazl 
Party’s private Foreign Office or- 
ganisation. His job. is to “train” 
young Nazi diplomats. 

Killinger’s history will throw some 
light on the.sort of training which 
Hitler wants to give his young foreign 
representatives. | 

He was the first Nazi governor of 
Thuringia, later became a member 
of the ominous People’s Court and 
after that German  Consul-General 
‘in San Francisco. 

More revealing is the fact that he 
is a self-confessed terrorist, and has 
written a book on  ‘“Putsch-Life: 
Stories Grave and Gay.” 

His immediate . subordinates were 
responsible for scores of murders in 
pre-Hitler Germany: Foreign Mini- 
ster Rathenau ‘and Armistice signa- 
tory Erzberger were their two chief 
victims. 

Killinger’s present jol is to pro- 
duce. skilled Nazi terrorists and spies 
who can be sent to neutral countries 
in the guise of diplomats. 

Thelr task will be to organise the 
war-time Nazi spy activity and to 
establish contact with discontented 
elements In the countries to which 
they are accredited. 

Before the war Killinger was credi- 
bly reported to have been called in 
by Hitler to advise him = on assis- 
tance ot the LR.A. activities. 

Killinger. Is an expert on Irish 
affairs. He was one of the reaction- 
ary German officers who engaged in 
gun-running between Germany and 
Ireland In the early twentles. 

Now that Germany is at war with 
Britain, Killinger wants to make con- 
tact with the LR.A. and guide its 
anti-British outrages along lines use- 
ful to Germany. 

His young diplomats are to help 
him with the job, and the Northern 
and the Balkan countries too are to 
see them. .

| __LIBERAL MP. 


& SOCIALISM 


Sir Richard Acland, one of the best 
known of the younger Liberal M.P.s, 
has circulated a statement to mem- 
bers of the House of Commgns which 
is in effect a demand for Socialism. 

His Party has taken no disciplin- 
ary action against him for this de- 
parture from’ classic Liberal policy. 
In fact, Sir Richard told the press 
that his statement is securing a wide 
measure of support. 

The main conclusions advanced by 
Sir Richard are that the war has 
brought about the “death knell of pri- 
vate capitalism,” and that the move- 
ment towards monopoly control has 
wiped out “the little men of private 
enterprise” and interplay of free 
competition. , 

He cites the Inequalitles In the dis- 
tribution of wealth, and volces the 
view that if private profit Is to con- 
tinue Its toll upon Industry, the finan- 
ces of the nation will break down. 

Thus Sir Richard reaches the view 
that the principle must be accepted 
that mere ownership of private pro- 
perty does not entitle a man to. draw 
an income. : 

RUSSIAN SUPPORT 

Regarding the international situa- 
tion, Sir Richard repudiates the view 
that the Russian and German systems 
are the same thing. He points out
